Committee on resolutions not being ready to 
report the convention proceeded to the nomi- 
nation of candidates for governor and lieuten- 
avt-goveruor. George W. Geddes offered the 
name of Governor Hoadley in quite an exten- 
He paid a high compliment to 
Judge Thurman for the course taken by that 
genticman in announcing that he could not 
allow. the use of his name before 
the conyention. Mr. Geddes con- 
cluded by moving suspension of the rules and 
nomination of Governor Hoadly by acclama- 
fion. General Michael Ryan, of Cincinnati, 
geconding the motion, defended the governor 
atlength against charges that he had made 
Misiaxes. 

When the motion was put the vote was unan- 
imous and enthusiastic, with the exception of 
a few yoices from the Hamilton county delega- 
fion. 

After the committee had been appointed to 
wait on Gevernor Hoadly and bring him be- 
fore the convention, W. V. Marquis, of Logan 
county, in ashort speech presented the name 
of John G. Warwick, of Massillon, for renomi- 
nation for lieutenant governor. The motion 
was immediately put and carried amid great 
appiat e. 

HOADLY SPEAKS. 

Before proceeding further with the nomina- 
tion, Governor Hoadly was introduced amid 
much enthusiasin and explained why he had 
not been an outspoken candidate for the nomi- 
nation. The party had brought him through 
before without much eflort on his part, and he

Wasuinoton, August 20.—Acting Secretary 
Fairchild today telegraphed to Mr. Brooks, 
the newly appointed assistant treasurer atSan 
Francieco, to take possession of the sub-treas- 
ury there at once. He bad previously in- 
etrncted V. P. Snyder, chief clerk of United 
States treasurer’s? office, to superintend the 
count of moneys and securities in the sub- 
treasury incident to the formal transfer of the 
office to the new assistanttressurer. Snyder 
is now ip Sen Francisco, and will conduct the 
count according to law and without reference 
to the individual wishes of the outgoing or in- 
coming assistant treasurer. 


NEW NAMB BUT SAME BUSINGBSS. 


The Whisky Pool Will Regulate Kates 
Under a New Name. 

Cuicaco, August 20.—The whisky pool 
known as the Western export association, 
which jor several years has controlled the 
prices of the liqnor merket of the country, 
ceme to an end at one o’clock today. Hence- 
forth the western pool will be known as the 
American Spiritfcompany. The causes leading 
up te this change of name and the manner of 
doing bnsiness were many, and their discus- 
sion engaged the attention of the 
Western export association  memovers 
during the session of yesterday and this 
morning. The chief complaint against the 
old organization was that the members were 
not bound by any stronger bond 
than a voluntary pledge to abide by the rules 
of the association and instances were frequsnt 
wtiere the distillers had brokers away from 
these pledges and put any smountof spirits 
on the market ata less ratethan the pool 
schedule. It was proposed to consolidate the 
distilling interests more fully and effectually 
to regulate the production and prices by or- 

anizing achartered stock company under 
the Jaws of Illinois, the members to hold 
stock in the new corporation in proportion to 
the producing capacity of their respective 
dietillesiés. 

Sixty-seven of the seventy-five members of 
the western export association were present 
today when the resolution was almost unani- 
mously passed, that the western export 
association resolved itself into a stock corpor- 
ation, under the laws of Illinois to be known 
as the American Spirit company. An :

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DIED A DEFAULTER. 


AFORT WORTH: BANKERANDCITY 
TREASURER LARGSLY OUT, 


His Sudden Death Creates Suspicion and an Ioves- 
tigation Bhows His Accounts to Bein « Very 
Urooked Condition—The People Much 
Surprised at the Discovery, Ete, 


Fort Wertu, August 20.—A startling ru- 
mor spread through this city yesterday to the 
effect that the late John Nichols, vice-presi- 
dent ofthe City National bank, whose sudden 
death occurred last Monday at the bank was 
a defaulter toa large amount. Immediately 
after his demise the cfficers of the City Na- 
tional bank called a meeting of all the other 
bankers of the city to investigate the affairs of 
the bank. This committee report that they 
find Nichols to have been a defaulter to the 
emount of abont $30,000, but the committee 
considers the bank solvent and sound. 

The bank has a paid up capital of $150,000, 
with a surplus of $60,000. Mr. A. M. Britton, 
president of the bank, says that they are well 
prepared fora run, andthat the bank is per- 
fectly solvent, and will recover its loss out of 
the estate of Nichols, 

lt is now generally believed that Nichols’s 
death was suicidal. He is believed to have 
left an estate valued at $100,000, and his life 
was ipsured for $24,000. 

Although Nichols was twice president of the 
bank and he'd $50,000 worth of its stock he 
citiciated as teller and thus had opaortunities 
for abstracting the money wiihout the knowl- 
edge or assistance of any other employe. 
Nichols was also city treasurer, but thus far 
no inequalities in his accounts as treasurer 
have been discovered. 

So far as is known, the outside indebtedness 
of Nichols on individual notes amounts to but 
$20,000, although rumors are current that his 
private indebteness is much larger. Nichols 
was a man of frugal habits and did mot drink 
or gamble. His funeral yesterday was the larg- 
est ever witnessed in the city. The discovery of 
the defalcation created a profound sensation,as 
Nichols stood very high and was oneof the 
most popular citizens of this place. He leaves 
two daughters, both of whom are married. 

The sensational disclosuresin relation to 
the affairs of the late John Nichols, vice-pres- 
ident and teller of the City National bank, re- 
sulted ina run onthat institution this morn- 
ing. As soon as the doors were opéned, 
a steady stream of anxious 
gepositors filed through the bank, and about 
one o’clock the crowds, seeing that the bank 
paid every one who applied, quietly dispersed 
and the run ceased. Some business men made 
large deposits to show their confidence in the 
bank. Matters seemed progressing favorably 
forthe bank when, about two o’clock, to the 
surprise of everyone, the bank’s doors were 
closed and the following notice was posted: 

This bank has sispended by crder of the comp- 
trolier of currency as per telegram: 

‘“‘WASHINGTON, D. C., August 20.—To A, M. Brit: 
ton, President of City National Bank: An exam- 
iner bas been ordered to take possession of and 
examine your bank. Close the doors and holdall 
assets as they are until bis arrival. 

(Signed) J. 58. LANGWORTHY, 

Deputy Comptroller.” 

President Britton states that he notified tne 
treasury department of the defalcation and 
received the above reply. Mr. Britton and a 
number of other bankers on this city imme- 
diately framed a telegram to the comptroller, 
asking him to rescind theorder closing the 
berk. But just as this protest was about to 
be telegraphed they discovered a forged 
check for $2,500, also 
fo) $600 and concluded 
doors to remain closed until a thorough exam- 
ination had been made. Nichols was city 
treasurer also, and an examination of his ac- 
counts today revealed the tact that he was 
aleo a defauiter as city treasurer. 


A Rascaliy Oounty Treasurer, 

Easton, Pa., Auguset 20.—Twelve warrants 
were servedon ex-County Auditor Haban 
last night, three for larceny, six for embezzle- 
ment and three for forgery. The complaints 
were made by order of the district attorney, 
end the total number now against him is four- 
teen alleged forgeries. There are three notes 
on the Easton National bank, one for $170, 
one for $400 and the third for $500. 

Brought to Justice at Last. 

Montreat, August 20.—James Robinson, a 
defaulter, who fled from 8t. John, N. B., in 
May last, and was afterward discovered in 
Mexico, has been handed over to the Cana- 
dian authorities and will be brought to St. 
Jobn within a week. The bank has exhausted 
$10,000 in bringing him to justice. 


A Detaulter Arrested, 
Wasuinoaton, August 20.—A dispatch was 
received here today stating that Aufdemorte, 
the New Orleans defaulting sub-treasury clerk, 
was arrested todsy at Monterey, Mexico.

ASTBAMER WRECKED. 


A British Iron Steamehbip—Ashore on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

San Francisco, August 20.—Itis reported 
that the British ship, Hoddingtonshire, here 
from Astoria,Oregon, for Liverpool with a cargo 
of four and salmon, is ashore off Port Reyer 
forty miles north of this port and that eighteen 
lives have been lost. 

The merchants exchange has the following 
perticulars of the loss of the British vessel: 

Astoria, Oregon, July 6.—The vessel had 
got down as far as the equator when she was 
struck by a heavy gale which 
80 disabled her as to oblige 
her captain to put back 
for Sen Francisco for repairs. In that gale he 
lost four seamen and his chronometer. When 
off this port last night she encountered a 
heavy fog, and while groping about ran on 
the rocks neer Port Regner at three 
o'clock thia morning. The vessel and 
cargo are a total -wreck. All ong 
board, exeept one sailor and acabin boy, were 
drowned. ‘The cargo consisted of 12,000 bar- 
rels of flour, valued at $50,000, and 17,700 cans 
of salmon, valued at $5,400. The Haddington- 
shire was a newiron vessel, and was launched 
at Glasgow,in October, 1884. She was .owned 
by J. A. SMeppard, of Glasgow.

Four Brutes Hortibly Murder a Breokiys

New Yorx, August 20.—Mrs. Annie M. 
McAuliff, of No. 890 Herkimer street, Brooklyn, 
died this morning in that city, from the effects 
of am @Gsault, and three of her alleged assail- 
ants have been arrested by the police.

The 
Paar looking for a fourth man, and say 
hey will soon have him in custody. The ac- 
cused, itappears, went to the residence of 
Myre. McAu iffon the 15th inst., and repre- 
sented themselves as agents for Whalen, 
Brothers, a firm in Williamsburg, and told 
herthat they had come to take away the 
furniture which she had purchased on in- 
stallments, and on which she owed_a balance 
of $9. She begged them not to do so, and 
saidthatehe would pay the small balance. 
They began picking up the things, and in 
order to prevent them there was 
&® struggle. They pressed the chairs u 
against her, forced her back to the wall, and 
pinned her so tightly there that she could 
scarcely speak. She nearly fainted from the 
force of the crushing,and told the men if they 
would release her she would pay them some- 
thingen account. They released her and she 
paid them a smal! sum, whereupon they left. 
She became ill afterward from the shock, and 
a physician was called in. He treated her 
until this morning, when she died. 


HE CUTHS ARM. 


Suicide ef a New Haven Man for Kemorse 
Over His Dead Wife. 

New Haven, Conn., August 18.—John J, 
Shapley, a well known resident of Grand street, 
this city, was found dead in bed this morning 
with the tendons, arteries and veins of his 
left . wrist . completely severed. By his 
side) lay a large clasp-knife, the 
larg@ biade of which was opened and 
coated with blood. This instrumet he had 
take from his children early in the afternoon. 
From the condition of the body it was deter- 
mingd thet the unfortunate man had gashed 
himé@eifabout midnight, nearly seven hours 
before he was found. Thescenein the room 
where Shanley ended his life was horrible. 
The walls were spotted and floor was covered 
with blood. The body was discovered by Mrs. 
Kane, his housekecper, whose piercing 
shrieks aroused the neighbors, and when they 
rushed into the room where the dead man lay 
many thought that a murder had been com- 
mitted. Drink and remorse undoubtedly 
caused the deed. Shanley’s wife died about a 
week ago, and it is said that sorrow for the 
shemeful manner in which, it 1s alleged, he 
treated his wife during the past few months 
maddened him and burried him to suicide. 


INHUMAN CRUELTY. 


The Peaple of Fall River Assemble to 
Lyxch the Perpetrator 

Fann River, Mass., August 20.—George 
Mote narrowly escaped being lynched here 
last night. A hundred and fifty of his neigh- 
bors, aroused at the cruelty of the man toward 
his three motherless children, assembled in 
frontof his house, awaiting his return. He 
was ¢aptured by the police before any violence 
was doneand locked up. His children bear 
marks of terrible cruelty, and have had 
nothing to eat for some days but dough made 
by ore of them. 


Killed by a Boy. 

Vrrcexyes, tud., Auguet 20.—Jacob B. 
Vorie, who cametothiscity last fall from 
‘x gerarolis, was murdered in the street last 
piste ob one o'clock. Voris met “Will” Clark 
in a house of ill repute, and they had some 
trouble about a woman, one of the inmates. 
Clark went outside of the house and waited 
for Voris. When the latter came out he was 
stabbed by Clark in the side, just below the 
heart. Voris died in two hours. He was 
twenty-five. years old, while Clark is buta 
mere boy, very tall andslim. He isa son of 
Mr. Clark, a well known Evansville architect. 
Clark is at large. 


Killed Because He Accepted a Dare, 

Fort Suitn, Ark., August 20.—Mark Wil- 
liams was shot dead by Smith Pyles, on Cedar 
preirie, in Choctaw nation last night. 

Williams and his companion were on their 
way tochurch and not wanting to go around

New Orieays, August 20.—A special from 
Meridian to the Times-Democrat says: Near 
Carlandsville, Newton county, yesterday, a 
negro boy named Aden Horn, was stealing 
watermelons froma patch of Henry Jones.

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PRELLER’S MURDERER. 


HUGH BROOKS PROBABLY ID&N- 
TICAL WITH “MAXVYVBLL.’’ 


4 Story Which Creates Much Bxcitement in Hyde 
sxd Throughout Esgland-Ovrher Foreign 
News—Austria and Germeny Agree on 
the Tari f- Condensed Uablegrams. 


Loxpon, August 20.—The national school- 
master, at Hyde, near Birmingham, who has 
been reported as the father of Maxwell, the 
alleged murderer of Preller, being interviewed 
on the subject today, said he had a son named 
Hugh Mattrain Brooks, who wasa solicitor. 
He resided in the United States. He had 
formerly been articled to a firm in Stockport. 

Hugh Brooks is doubtless identical with 
Maxwell, the alleged murderer "of Preller, in 
St. Louis. He was formerly clerk in’ the 
office of Brown & Ainsworth, at Stockport. 
He passed an examination and commenced 
the practice of law at Hyde. He met with 
little success. In January last. he announced 
that he had an important law suit in Dublin, 
which required a preliminary visit 
to London and left Hyde, taking with him the 
tricycle and photograph apparatus belonging 
to Dr. Sidebothom, of Hyde, having evidently 
sold his own effects to pay creditors. Shortly 
alter Brooks’s departure the curate of Hyde, 


who bad been an intimate friend of Hugh, 
also left town, and the two men were seen 
together in Paris, where they were giving 
Sremes  sape shows. A description given of 

axwell’s efleminate manners and mincing 
walk exactly tallies with Hugh’s style. Itis 
noteworthy that Maxwell sold a tricyclein 
Boston, andgthat the number of the watch he 
sold to a jeweler of St. Louis 
agrees with the number recorded in the 
books of the Hyde watchmaker, as that of the 
watch which he had soldto Hugh Brooks. 
The portrait of Maxwell, published in the 
Washington paper,exactly resembles Brooks. 
Hugh was about five feet six inches high, and 
bad a dark mustache and square chin witha 
supercilious air and a drawling voice. It is 
certain that Hughand Preller became ace 
quainted in England and sailed for America 
together, and it is equally certain that Hugh 
was short of funds, 

The factthat Hugh dabbled in chemical 
experiments makes the chloroform story plau- 
sible. Letters reached Hyde which were 
date at St. Louis acouple of days prior to 
writing onecontaining an Easter card, ad- 
dresseedto Hugh’s former sweetheart. The 
case has aroused much excitement at Hyde.

Fifty years ago strangers, on entering the Val 
ted States senate chamber, asked that Clay, Web- 
ster, Calhoun and Benton might be pointed out to 
them, They were the four leading statesmen ol

ALBANY, N. Y., August 20.—Between 10,000 and 
15,000 persons witnessed the double scull race 
between *Courtney and Connelly, and Gandaur 
and Hosner at Pleasure Isle this afternoon. Pool 
sellerson the island found great difficalty in 
getting offers, ten to four being 
bid on ‘Gaudaur and Hosner. 
Early in the alternoon as the hour for the contest 


approached, however, pools went off more briskiy 
at ten to five, Boston men putting . all their 
money on Gaudaur and his mate. The Union 
Springs oarsman was a great favorite with the 
spectators, and nothing but his unhappy record 
prevented his friends from venturing their 
on him, The race was announced for 4 
4 bu at that hour the ebd 
ran so swift as to place

At half past five it was nearly slack tide, aad tne 
men got into their boats. Gaudaur and Hosuser 
were first to take to the water, and they rowed to 
the starting point amid the silence of on-lookers, 
A few minutes later Courtney and Connelly push- 
ed off from their beathouse, and were greeted with 
loud and long continued applause.

His 
name is William Smith, alias C. P. 
Werbuscb. Smith was convicted of 
rifling Wells, Fargo & Co’s. treasure box 
nboard a lerge stage from Milton to Sonora 
December 2¥th, 1581, and sentenced to San 
Quentin, but was released Saturday, having 
completed his, sentence, less allowance for 
good behavior. He was quickly rearrested by 
the United States marshal on a warrant 
charging him with having robbed the mails on 
the seme stage. On being arraigned in the 
United States district court, yesterday, he 
pleaded not guilty. 
His greatest exploit was the single handed 
robbery of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s express on the 
stage from Sierra Valley to Trunckee, June 29, 
1881.

At the close of the afternoon’s per- 
formance Smith had thirteen men, sixteen 
horses and four vehicles under control of his 
double-barrelled shotgun.

LIFE ON THE PLAINS. 


Incivents of the Wild West Twenty-Seven 
Years Ago, 

Fpitors Constitution: In my former letter 
on ibe discovery of gold in Colorado I said I 
coud give many incidents of life on the 
plans. Asa number of persons have asked 
me io do so, I have took up a scratch ped and 
penril to write. Now the question is what 
phailsay. To write about a thing that took 
per last week is quite an easy matter. But 

ast week and twent-seven years ago is a very 
diffeent matter. As nearly everybody these 
timé are accustomed toriding on railroads 
andsteamboats, I wi'l begin. When we left 
Misouri river, we lett the steamboat at Kan- 
sas lity, but not being able to get a complete 
outtt there, we went up to 
Lewenworth City, which was 
a irger place. There we bought oxen, 
wagns, mining tools and provisions, and left 
forte long and tedious journey. Kansas 
wasihen just beginning to settle up. We 
maé short drives at first, as it was early ino 
the privg, and grass was hardly sufficient for 
our oxen, We divided out five to a 
tean of four large western oxen and one 
wegn. Thething of driving oxen without 
lineiwas rather a novelty at first, but we soon 
got » we could swing the whip and say wo, 
com, or wo back, equal to a Mexican. We 
tollged the Kansas river, it being settled out 
abor one hundred miles from. the 
Misairi river. At Fort Riley, one hun- 
dredand forty miles from Leavenworth, we 
left the Kansas river and struck across 
the aintry to strike the Arkansasriver. For 
a fevmiles we found a raod where the soldiers 
staticed at the fort had hauled wood, but 
seoonwe found ourselves at theend of the 
raod{did you ever getthere reader?) We 
had five wagons in our train 
and about twenty-five men. We 
concded somebody must make roads, so we 
woulundertake to make one. We were ona 
creebhat headed in the direction we wished 
to gosouth) and as there was timber onthe 
watepourses in that section, we followed the 
creel The trip was rather romantic, we

He in- 
formed us by signs, bolding up his fingers to 
indicate three miles, measuring on his hand, 
meking motion like an ox, that 
grass was plenty—as long as 
the measure made on his hand; 
alsotelting us there was water by similar 
signs. Then giving usa signal to follow him 
off, he and his staf was then followed. On 
the route they jumped a buck rabbit, and 
such fun they bad with their dogs and bows 
and errows-to kill the rabbit was real refresh- 
ing tous. It could outrun their dogs and outrun 
their ponies, but m.an open prairie they 
would head it off, We haited and watched 
the chase for near an hour. Finally they got 
the rabbit in close quarters and cau ht it. 
Such yelling and gesticulations I never heard. 
After the chase was over we followed our guide 
until he rode up to a certain point and 
motioned us to corral our wagons. We found 
he had carried us to a fine spring, plenty ot 
grass and wood. We were soon in camp, had 
fires in quick time and the cooks at work. We 
bad the old chief and his lieutenants to stay 
and take supper—or diuner and supper for us, 
After we had feasted on our middling bacon, 
biscuits, coffee, syrup, etc., the Indians left 
us, getting us to give them acertificate of kind 
treatmenttous. After detail of guards, and 
orders had been issued for the night, we re- 
turned to sweet sleep, to dream of home and 
the good things there that we had never 
known how to appreciate. More anon.

What an Atlanta Man Found in the Walls 
of an Old House. 

Mr. Ira 8S. Manson, whoresides at 16 Capi- 
tol place in this city, recently purchased a 
house in Boston, Mass.

A SAD DEATAS, 


The Suicide of Mrs. F.H Eddlieman, of At 
Jap ta. 

The saddest and most distressing suicide 
ever known in Atlanta was enacted early yes- 
terday morning, or during the night, at 196 
Ivy street. 


The suicide was Mrs. Sarah Eddleman, a 
lady of refinement, education and Christian 
faith. 

Her death was produced by strangulation at 
the dead hour of night. 

Mrs. Eddleman was the wife of the late 
Frank Eddleman. Since thedeath of her hus- 
bend she has resided at 196 Ivy street, sur- 
rounded and attended by her children,fwho 
have always given her the purest devotion 
and the most implicit obedience in return for 
her warm love for them. 

AN ATTACK OF MELANCHOLY. 

For some past Mrs. Eddleman’s mind has 
not been as calm as it was @ few years ago. Ia 
fact, eversince her husband’s death, Mrs. 
Eddleman has had asiegeof melancholy, 
which grew worse as the days wentby. Du- 
ring her hssband’s life she was devoted to 
him, and when death parted them,she ap 
eared to have lost all interest in evervihing. 

er children, though feeling their 
father’s death accutely, turned 
their attention to their mother and exerted 
themselves in attempting to induce her to for- 
get her serrow. Buttheir love and devotion 
could not change the current of their mother’s 
thoughts, and as time passed she appeared to 
grow more and more despondent.

Eddleman’s mind was tenanted by peculiar 
ideas. She imagined at times that she was 
destined to lose all she possessed. But 
through all this her thought was of her chil- 
dren’s future, and her children, hoping for a 
change, tried to assure their mother that they 
would ward off all barm. 

On Sunday Mrs. Eddleman was quite des- 
pondent, but before the day passed she ap 
peared to brighten up, and when night came 
she was in quite a pleasant bumor, and pre- 
sented a clearer mind than she had manirest- 
ed for days. On Monday this 

IMPROVEMENT SEEMED TO CONTINUR, 

and on Tuesdey and Wednesday the same 
change was observed. Wednesday morning 
she appeared much calmer than she had beeu 
for weeke. She passed the day pleasantly and 
bappily. Her children’s sharp eyes 
quickly detected the change, and they 
were highly gratified. Wednesday evening 
after tea Mr. yi e Eddleman and Mr. Fraak 
Eddleman came down town and remained 
until about ten o’clock, when they returned 
to their home. They were met at the door 
by their mother. 

The Messrs. Eddleman occupied a room 
adjoining their mother’s bedroom. The two 
rooms are similarly constructed. They both 
have doors opening into a hallway, waile 
they are connected by a door. Aftrr the 

cupg gentlemen entered the house Mrs, E:dd- 
Pein returnedto her room,while thetwo gena- 
tlemen entered their room an: retired. They 
soon fell asleep, and while they were sleeping 
their mother met her death. 

HOW SHE DIED. 

Just when Mrs. Eddleman died is not 
known. Sometime during the night she toox 
a sheet off her bed and then opened the door 
leading into her room. She threw the sheet 
over the top of thedoor and drew the end on 
the outside down untilshe could twist it 
around the door knob on the outside. After 
tying the end,or rather one corner of the sheet, 
around the kneb, Mrs. Eddleman 
made it secure with two or 
three pins. She then re-entered her room 
and pushed the doorto. A dimly burning 
gas jet mede the room light enongh to enadle 
ber to move about. After pushing the door 
to, Mrs. Eddleman got upon a trunk near the 
door and tied the other end of the sheet about 
her neck securely. She then 

STEPPED FROM THE TRUNK 

and in another instant was suspended in mid 
air, The tips of her toes barely touched tae 
floor, and in all probability she could not 
have reclaimed her life had she repented the 
act after getting off thetruuk. How long the 
battle between life and death lasted, will 
never be known, as the body was cold when 
the sad death was discovered. 

A bout six o’clock yesterday morningone of the 
servants entered Mrs. Eddleman’s bed room 
with a pitcher ot water. As the servant went 
in sbhedid not notice the body, but aiter plac- 
ing the water on the wash stand, she turned 
about and madethe discovery. The

in. These gentiemen took the boiy down 
and laid it upon the bed.

The evidence warranted a ver- 
dict of suicide. 

Mrs. Eddleman’s death wes extremely sad 
and every heart in Atianta goes out in sympa- 
thy to the bereaved children.
